When Dad 
retired to the Central Coast my family and 
| would visit him, and we enjoyed many 
bushwalks through the bush and National 
Parks in his area. Now | was showing and 
teaching dad about the native orchids. 


In the early years dad always helped 
and encouraged me to learn more about 
the hobby of growing orchids. I’m sure 
| thanked him for the help he gave and 
offered in the early years, but | don’t think 
| ever really thanked him for supporting 
me in a hobby which has given me more 
than thirty years of enjoyment. | would like 
dedicate this issue to my father as thanks.

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Two new species of Hymenochilus (Orchidaceae) from south-eastern

Introduction 

A book detailing the orchids native to the 
ACT is in preparation and two new species 
from the region are described here as 
new. 


Materials and Methods 

Descriptions of taxa were made from 
fresh specimens. Dried specimens of 
Hymenochilus were examined from the 
following herbaria; AD, BRI, CANB, CBG, 
HO, MEL and NSW. Unless otherwise 
indicated, all types of Hymenochilus 
relevant to this study (or photographs 
thereof), and collections cited, have been 
seen by me. 


Taxonomy 

1. Hymenochilus clivicola D.L.Jones, 
sp. nov.; affinis H. bicoli (M.A.Clem. & 
D.L.Jones) D.L.Jones & M.A.Clem., sed 
foliis paucioribus et minoribus; scapo 
breviore; floribus minoribus confertis; 
labello minore elliptico, basali appendice 
tumidiore, differt. 


Type: New South Wales. Steves Travelling 
Stock Reserve, S of Delegate, on the way 
to Bendoc, 1 Dec. 2004, D.L.Jones 19179 
& T.Hopley (holo CANB 664864). 


Description: Leaves 5-8; lamina ovate to 
elliptic, 6-20 mm long, 3-8 mm wide, green, 
dull; margins entire; apex acute to apiculate. 
Scape 5-16 cm tall, 1-3 mm across, 3- 
14-flowered. Sterile bracts 4-6, closely 
sheathing, ovate to elliptic, 5-17 mm long, 
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3-6 mm wide, thin-textured, acuminate. 
Fertile bracts similar, closely sheathing. 
Pedicels 1-4 mm long, straight, slender. 
Ovaries oblong-elliptic, 3-4 mm long, c. 1.5 
mm wide. Flowers porrect, crowded, 6.5- 
9 mm long, c. 3-3.5 mm wide, green with 
faint darker green stripes. Dorsal sepal 
7-8 mm long, 3-4 mm wide, porrect from 
the ovary at the base, shallowly curved 
for most of its length, abruptly decurved 
near the apex. Lateral sepals obliquely 
deflexed to deflexed, deeply saccate, 
dorsally curved, when flattened 4-5 mm 
long, 5-6 mm wide; points subacute, 3-4 
mm apart. Petals asymmetrical, more or 
less ovate, 5-6 mm long, c. 3-3.5 mm wide; 
dorsal margin strongly thickened, dark 
green, a dorsal gibbosity above the middle; 
lamina translucent green with darker veins; 
ventral margin with beaded siliceous cells. 
Labellum irritable, on a ligulate claw c. 1 
mm long, c. 0.8 mm wide, green with a 
dark greenish black appendage. Labellum 
lamina elliptical, c. 2-2.2 mm long, c. 2 mm 
wide, membranous; apex broadly rounded, 
emarginate. Basal appendage recurved at 
right angles, dark greenish black, oblong, 
c. 1.8 mm long, c. 1.3 mm wide, the apex 
swollen and recurved; central ridge thick, 
raised above the margins, ending below 
the apex of the appendage. Callus a 
thickened, tapered, channelled medial 
ridge. Column obliquely erect, 6-7 mm 
long, shallowly curved, green with darker 
areas on the wings. Column wings more 
or less rectangular, c. 2 mm long, c. 1.3 
mm wide; basal lobe ovate-deltate; inner 
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margins incurved, sparsely ciliate; barrier 
cilia c. 0.2 mm long, linear-clavate. Anther 
c. 1 mm long, obtuse. Pollinia clavate, c. 
0.8 mm long, yellow, mealy. Stigma central, 
elliptical, c. 2.2 mm long, c. 1 mm wide, 
raised. Capsules 4-6 mm long, 2.5-3 mm 
wide, on pedicels to 8 mm long. Fig. 1. 


Distribution and ecology: Occurs near 
Delegate in southern New South Wales, 
higher parts of the Australian Capital 
Territory and is represented in eastern 
Victoria by a single collection from just 
south of the New South Wales border. 
Grows on slopes and ridges covered with 
montane grassland and herbfield in shallow 
clay loam; also in snowgum woodland. Alt. 
750-950 m. Flowering period: Late October 
to December. 


Recognition: Characterised by small 
rosette leaves (to 20 x 8 mm); short, sturdy 
scape (to c. 16 cm); crowded flowers (to 9 
x 3.5 mm); deeply saccate lateral sepals; 
ovate petals; and, a small elliptical labellum 
with a recurved dark greenish black 
appendage which has a swollen recurved 
apex, the central ridge ending in a short, 
slightly protruding, blunt beak situated well 
below the top of the appendage. 


Similar species: Apparently related to 
H. bicolor but readily distinguished by 
the fewer and smaller rosette leaves, 
short scape, crowded smaller flowers and 
smaller elliptical labellum with a shorter, 
very thick, blackish green appendage. 
Also allied to an undescribed species 
from western Victoria which shares _ its 
abbreviated scape and crowded flowers. It 
can be distinguished from this species by 
its flowers being slightly smaller and even 
more crowded and the labellum appendage 
with a thicker, more distinctly swollen and 
recurved apex with a short, but prominent, 
protruding central ridge. The montane 
habitat is also noteworthy. 


Notes: The rosette leaves are usually 
withered at anthesis. Flowering is severely 
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curtailed in dry seasons. 


Conservation status: Apparently of 
restricted distribution but poorly known; 
conserved in Namadgi National Park; 
suggest 2EKC by the criteria of Briggs & 
Leigh (1996). 


Etymology: The Latin clivus, elevation, 
hill and —cola, dweller, in reference to its 
occurrence in hilly areas which contrasts 
with that of a similar species from the 
plains in western Victoria.

confertis, cyaneis et albis prominenter 
striatis; sepalis lateralibus superficiale 
saccatis; labello appendice latiore, differt. 


Type: New South Wales. About 12 km 
along Tantangara Dam Road, Kosciuszko 
National Park, 3 Dec. 1988, D.L.Jones 
3447 (holo CANB).

Description: Leaves 5-8; lamina broadly 
elliptical to broadly obovate, 20-45 mm 
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long, 10-25 mm wide, greyish green, 
fleshy; margins entire; apex acute to 
broadly obtuse. Scape 10-25 cm tall, 4-6 
mm across, 5-18-flowered. Sterile bracts 4- 
6, loosely sheathing, oblong-elliptic, 12-30 
mm long, 7-11 mm wide, acuminate. Fertile 
bracts similar, closely sheathing. Pedicels 
c. 6 mm long, straight, slender. Ovaries 
oblong-elliptic, 4-6 mm long, c. 2 mm 
wide. Flowers porrect, crowded, 9-11 mm 
long, c. 5-5.5 mm wide, bluish green and 
white with prominent darker green veins. 
Dorsal sepal 8-11 mm long, 5-7 mm wide, 
slightly gibbous at the base, nearly straight 
or shallowly curved for most of its length, 
abruptly decurved near the apex. Lateral 
sepals obliquely deflexed, pouched, 
dorsally gibbous, when flattened c. 6-7.5 
mm long, 6-8 mm wide; points subacute, 
c. 4 mm apart. Petals asymmetrical, more 
or less oblong, 7-8 mm long, c. 3-4.5 mm 
wide; dorsal margin strongly thickened, 
dark green, with a dorsal gibbosity just 
above the middle; lamina translucent green 
with darker veins; ventral margin irregular. 
Labellum irritable, on a ligulate claw c. 1.4 
mm long, c. 1 mm wide, whitish green with 
a dark green appendage. Labellum lamina 
elliptic, 2.3-2.7 mm long, 2.2-2.5 mm wide, 
membranous; apex emarginate. Basal 
appendage recurved at right angles, more 
or less oblong, c. 1-1.5 mm long, c. 1.2 mm 
wide, c. 1 mm thick; margins dark green, 
thickened; central ridge narrow, raised 
above the margins, dark green, ending in 
a beak 2-3 mm long. Callus a thickened, 
darker green, tapered medial ridge. 
Column obliquely erect, 7.5-8.5 mm long, 
shallowly curved, green with darker areas 
on the wings. Column wings more or less 
rectangular, c. 3 mm long, c. 1.5 mm wide; 
basal lobe deltate; inner margins sparsely 
ciliate; barrier cilia c. 0.4 mm long, clavate. 
Anther c. 1.2 mm long, obtuse. Pollinia 
clavate, c. 1 mm long, yellow, mealy. 
Stigma central, scutiform, c. 2.7 mm long, 
c. 1.5 mm wide, raised. Capsules obovoid, 
6-9 mm long, 3-4 mm wide, green to brown, 
on pedicels to 9 mm long. Fig. 2. 
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Distribution and ecology: Occurs in 
Kosciuszko National Park and Bago State 
Forest of southern New South Wales, 
Brindabella Ranges, Bimberi Ranges and 
Namadgi National Park in the Australian 
Capital Territory and Bogong’ High 
Plains, Howitt Plains, Nunniong Plateau 
and Dargo High Plains in north-eastern 
Victoria. Grows among grass tussocks 
and sedges in subalpine grassland and 
herbfields in well drained to seasonally 
moist, well-structured brown to black loam; 
also on ridgetops and slopes in snowgum 
woodland in brown stony loam. Altitude: 
c. 1050-1850 m. Flowering period: Late 
November to January. 


Recognition: Characterised by broadly 
elliptical to broadly obovate, greyish green, 
very fleshy rosette leaves; thick scape; 
large, crowded bluish green and white 
flowers with prominent darker green veins; 
shallowly pouched lateral sepals; oblong 
petals; elliptic labellum lamina and, a broad 
labellum appendage with a large terminal 
beak-like structure. 


Similar species: Hymenochilus 
cycnocephalus is similar but has smaller, 
thin-textured, ovate to elliptical, bright 
green leaves, much thinner scape, fewer, 
smaller flowers, deeply pouched lateral 
sepals, smaller labellum lamina and narrow 
labellum appendage with a smaller beak. 


Notes: The leaves of this species are often 
withered at flowering time. In dry seasons 
the flowers are often disfigured as a result 
of feeding by thrips. 


Conservation status: Widespread, locally 
common and well conserved in National 
Parks and other reserves. 


Etymology: The Latin crassus, thick and 
caulis, stem, in reference to the thick 
peduncle of this species.

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The Swiss Orchid Foundation at the Herbarium Jany Renz 


To celebrate the 100" birthday of the famous orchidologist Jany Renz and the seven year activity of 
the Swiss Orchid Foundation at the Herbarium Jany Renz, it’s time to inform the public about the state 
of affairs at the Foundation. 


After the death of Jany Renz in 1999 and his last will to lend his herbarium and his library to the 
University of Basel, the Swiss Orchid Foundation at the Herbarium Jany Renz was founded in 2001. 
The aims of the Foundation are to maintain and curate the legacy of Jany Renz and to make his 
collection available to a worldwide audience. After the registration and digitalisation of all herbarium 
specimens, books and separates, the about 20.000 herbarium specimens of the Renz-collection are 
online at www.orchid.unibas.ch. 


For the systematic-taxonomic research, herbariums are important sources for revisions, monographs 
and latterly DNA-analyses to perform phylogenetic analyses. Herbarium specimens are often the 
last evidence of long destroyed vegetation. Furthermore the herbarium specimens of Jany Renz 
are of excellent aesthetics and quality. Over a hundred of them are type specimens of his new 
classifications. 


The section of the modern reference literature is complete and therefore a very valuable base for 
orchid research. The separates-collection consisting of roughly 5.000 scientific articles about orchids 
comes from different sources and represents an outstanding rich and complete collection of orchid 
literature. 


Both collections are integrated in the index of the Basel University Library http://aleph.unibas.ch 


After having registered Jany Renz’s scientific cultural heritage the Foundation decided to make the 
whole collection available virtually and worldwide. Along with informative articles about the Foundation 
and Dr. Jany Renz, the website of the Foundation offers access to the 26.000 herbarium specimens 
from all over the world and makes also the collections of Renz, of the Botanic Institute at the Basel 
University, of the Botanic Association Basel and the historic orchid-collection of Bernoulli and Cario 
available. With the about 5.000 hand-coloured drawings from Renz’ library still to be digitalised 
and other graphic material that are provided by authors from all over the world, the Swiss Orchid 
Foundation hopes to present a World Orchid Iconography being as complete as possible. 


In order to register new records including easy georeferencing, a stable and flexible system based on 
the internet programming language PHP and the database MySQL was designed in 2005. The World 
Orchid Iconography is maintained and continuously updated by civilian workers under the direction 
of Dr. h.c. Samuel Sprunger. 


Currently the website of the Swiss Orchid Foundation at the Herbarium Jany Renz contains about 
36.000 pictures with updated nomenclature from all over the world. All orchids from Europe, Asia Minor 
and Northern Africa are virtually available either as herbarium specimens, hand-coloured drawings 
or photographs. This picture library is an important instrument for scientists, non-professionals, 
enthusiasts and cultivators worldwide in order to get access to visual and nomenclature information 
on orchids. 


Furthermore all visitors of the website of the Foundation have free access to the BibliOrchidea, 
a comprehensive database with 140.000 records and thus 80% of the worldwide available orchid 
literature. This database is maintained and continuously updated by the famous orchidologist Dr. 
Rudolph Jenny. The publishing scientist as well as the interested hobby-orchidologist will find 
publications not only by title, author and publishing year but also by a differentiated subject catalogue 
and first determinations using a taxon-declaration. The results of the search are additionally 
documented with pictures from the database of the Swiss Orchid Foundation.

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A few days in the Kosciuszko National Park.

| was invited to join Graeme Bradburn and Anne-Maree Mitford for a few days of hiking 
through the Snowy Mountains. This is an area | have not visited for nearly twenty years, so 
| accepted the opportunity with great enthusiasm. 


The Kosciuszko National Park, came into 
existence as the National Chase Snowy 
Mountains on December 5, 1906. In 1944 
this became the Kosciuszko State Park, 
and then the Kosciuszko National Park 
in 1967. The area was previously farmed 
by cattle grazers, who have left a legacy 
of mountain huts, scattered across the 
area. Today these huts are maintained by 
the National Parks and Wildlife Service or 
volunteer organisations like the Kosciuszko 
Huts Association. 


As a national hero of both Poland and 
the USA, Andrzej Tadeusz Bonawentura 
Kosciuszko became the namesake of 
numerous places around the world. Polish- 
born traveller and researcher, Pawel 
Edmund _ Strzelecki, explored Australia 
between 1839 and 1843. He climbed and 
named the highest peak on the Australian 
continent, Mount Kosciuszko, in memory of 
the Polish and international hero. 


The Park is almost 675,000 hectares making 
it the largest in the country. It spans from 
near the Australian Capital Territory in the 
north to the Victorian boarder. The habitats 
are of alpine, sub-alpine and montane, 
and are both nationally and internationally 
recognised as environmentally significant, 
being a UNESCO Biosphere Reserve, 
(United Nations Educational Scientific and 
Cultural Organisation). 


| left Sydney around 7.00 am on Boxing 
Day, 26'" December 2008. The country side 
between Sydney and the Snowy Mountains 
had received plenty of rain over the past 
few months and was very green. A local 
trout farmer from the high country however 
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claimed it was now a “green drought”, and 
more rain is needed and hopefully will 
continue. | arrived at Perisher where we 
were based at a ski lodge for the next few 
days. In winter the area is totally snowed 
in with no road transport available. Lunch 
was ready and once that was done we 
set off for the first of our hikes into the 
Kosciuszko National Park. 


Porcupine Rocks Track 


Rather than do the 5 km return walk 
through this sub-alpine habitat, we decided 
to drive one car to the start of the track at 
Perisher Reservoir and drove a second car 
further up the Kosciuszko Rd., to Perisher 
Gap where we parked the car in a small 
parking area and proceeded on our way 
to Porcupine Rocks. We soon found some 
Prasophyllum species flowering along the 
track. Graeme mentioned that there were 
probably two similar species flowering at 
this time of year. | took some photos and 
will probably need to look it up when we get 
back to the lodge. At the time | did notice, 
as they became more and more common, 
that they varied in colour from lime green 
to brown. 


The rains earlier in the season had brought 
all the alpine flowers into bloom and the 
colours were a sight to see. The track 
meanders through alpine herbfields, Snow 
Grass and Snow Gums, with small bogs 
and creeks scattered along the way. Spent 
flowers of what was Stegostyla alpina, 
(Caladenia alpina) were found sporadically 
and with the number of seed capsules 
developing it would suggest that the 
pollinator is alive and well. If the pollinator 
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is the common fly then that would explain 
the large amounts of seed capsules; there 
were millions of flies. Fortunately they 
were happy to just sit on your back and 
not annoy you by buzzing around your 
face. We soon arrived at a large outcrop of 
granite rocks known as Porcupine Rocks 
and with a couple of hops and jumps we 
were on top, looking down over Thredbo 
Valley and turning around we could view 
the Main Range to the west. The vista’s 
from the lookouts are not only impressive 
but give you an idea of how large this 
National Park is. It also became evident 
how much destruction the 2003 bush 
fires made with many of the Snow Gums 
being nothing more than sticks. Some had 
already sprouted from the base, but many 
did not survive. It will take many years 
before the area will recover. 


After a short stop and as the area was now 
becoming over populated with two or three 
other groups arriving, we decided to head 
off. It was during the scramble around the 
large granite boulders when Anne-Maree 
found Stegostyla alpina in flower. Some 
more photography and then we made 
our way back down the 2.5 km track to 
Perisher. We picked up the other car and 
went back to the lodge where we refreshed 
ourselves with some amber fluids. Outside 
the lodge there was a large colony of 
Simpliglottis valida (Chiloglottis valida), 
with three flowers in bloom. 


After dinner there was plenty of discussion 
about where to walk the following day, 
and it was only moments before leaving 
the next day that we decided where to go; 
Rainbow Lake to see Diuris monticola, the 
Highland Golden Moths. 


Rainbow Lake Track 


This is a short 3 km return walk through 
Snowgrass and Snow Gums to a 
picturesque little dam built in the early 
1900’s to supply water to Hotel Kosciusko, 
(spelt without the ‘z’). This part of the 
alpine region was once subject to grazing 
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and old fences near the lake can still be 
seen. There are trout jumping and indeed 
many fishermen try their luck here. 


As you cross a small creek you can find 
the Highland Golden Moths flowering 
among a myriad of alpine flowers. One 
does have to know what to look for as 
there are many similar coloured flowers. 
Again the Prasophyllum species were very 
common and Graeme mentioned to look 
out for a white one, as he had seen them 
on previous trips. We did come across 
one small specimen in flower, and it was 
quite obvious that it was very early. There 
were many Prasophyllum leaves which are 
going to be a different species, as their 
robustness and lack of flowers differed 
from the smaller flowering species. The 
Diuris monticola could be found on the 
northern side of the lake and some small 
patches of a Simpliglottis |leaves were 
also spotted. Again the day was warm so 
we enjoyed a small lunch by the lake and 
then headed home for some more amber 
refreshments and to discuss the next days 
walk which once again wasn't decided till 
after breakfast the following day. It was to 
a peak known as ‘The Sentinel’. 


The Sentinel 


This walk leaves from Charlotte’s Pass, 
which is the end of the Kosciuszko Road. 
It is part of the Main Range Track with 
a small deviation. Charlotte Pass is the 
place where the Kosciuszko Road crosses 
Kangaroo Ridge. The Road now terminates 
at the Pass, as the last 9 km leading’ to 
Mount Kosciuszko has been closed for 
environmental reasons. The pass and 
village are named after Charlotte Adams 
who, in 1881, was the first European 
woman to climb Mount Kosciuszko. 


As we headed down, down, and further 
down till we reach the Snowy River | 
thought to myself this means we need 
to go up again, doesn’t it? The crossing 
over the river is via large boulders so it’s 
more hop, skip and jump till you get to 
the other side and then it’s up and up and 
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Hedley Tarn. 
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up. All along the way there are plenty of 
Prasophyllum in flower, this orchid is very 
common and was the species we found 
growing at the highest altitude. This walk 
to the Sentinel was described in a book 
back at the lodge as a hard walk, but 
the ultimate decision which lead us to do 
this walk, was that the book mentioned a 
slope covered in Mountain Caladenia and 
blooming profusely this time of year. 


Still going up, we came to Hedley Tarn 
Lookout and viewed across the alpine 
habitat to this unique moraine lake, a 
remnant from the glacial periods some 
12,000 years ago. A few quick photos 
and a well earned breather and a short 
walk further along we came to Blue Lake 
Lookout where we stopped for lunch. 
Blue Lake is a cirque lake also from the 
glacial period and is listed as a Ramsar 
Conservation Wetland, its catchment 
provides habitat for a number of species 
that have been listed as threatened in New 
South Wales. A number of threatened plant 
and invertebrate species that are restricted 
to alpine areas are found here. 


After lunch, we had some discussion as to 
which way we would go home or continue 
on to the Sentinel. It was worked out that 
it was only a couple of kilometres further 
on, sO onward we ventured. Most walkers 
continued on up to Carruther’s Peak but 
we turned right and as we climbed to the 
top of the hill our destination became 
visible. It seemed a lot closer, but as we 
ventured on the going became very hard. It 
simply, for me anyway, was so close so lets 
go on. After all how much more sore could 
our legs and feet become. We did make 
our climb to the top of the Sentinel only to 
look back and realise we had only done 
half the walk. So technically, our legs were 
going to be twice as sore as they are now. 
But the satisfaction of being there was, at 
the moment, above all the pain. 


We never saw the fields of Mountain 
Caladenia, but we did come across some 
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in bloom growing on the slope with amazing 
vistas to the west. The lack of trees in this 
area also made the environment quite eerie 
and | thought it reminiscent of the scenery 
from the movies of “Lord of the Rings”, 
and half expected to see a dwarf, an elf 
and a man pursuing orcs and urukhai, 
(obviously I’m suffering from altitude 
sickness and exhaustion). There are still 
plenty of Prasophyllum flowering even 
above 2,000 m. Returning back along the 
track, we came across a creek with a small 
waterfall where we stopped and refreshed 
ourselves, refilled our water bottles. As we 
spoke of this area being a great place to 
camp the night, four hikers arrived and 
started pitching their tents saying the walk 
from the main track to camp here for the 
night was worth the extra effort. 


We came across an informational sign 
along the way, having missed it going 
up, which explains how this alpine area 
was once under sea level. Standing at 
this altitude and knowing this area is the 
highest area in Australia, makes it surreal. 


We finally reached the Snowy River, 
crawled across the granite boulders, 
refilled the water bottles and prepared for 
the uphill climb to Charlotte’s Pass and the 
car. When we arrived at the top we made 
Graeme walk down to where he parked 
the car and drive back up to get us. Back 
to the lodge for some well earned amber 
refreshment, a long hot shower, food and 
a good nights sleep. Even though we only 
hiked 15 km the heat and terrain made it 
seem longer and harder. 


The next day was to be our last in this area. 
| chose to pack up early and since the last 
walk we were to do was down the hill 
near Saw Pit Creek, it would save me the 
trouble of going back up to the lodge and 
then coming down again. My intentions 
were to visit my friends Nita and Jim at 
Yass for a couple of days before heading 
back to Sydney for New Years Eve. 
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The Waterfall Track 


This is a 6 km return walk to a small 
waterfall and back to Saw Pit Creek picnic 
area. This area is a montane habitat with 
tall Mountain Ash and other Eucalypt 
Woodlands. The track follows the creek 
and Bulbine bulbosa was very prominent 
and blooming profusely. This plant may 
suggest orchids grow in the area. We had 
walked nearly a kilometre before seeing 
our first orchid, spent flowers of what was 
obviously Diuris sulphurea, the two large 
spots on the dorsal sepal still visible. Then 
we spotted a single plant of Gastrodia 
sesamoides and a Microtis species in 
flower and while Anne-Maree and | were 
taking photos Graeme had walked ahead 
and spotted Gastrodia procera, as Anne- 
Maree and | approached he bragged about 
finding a decent Gastrodia species, he had 
come across a wonderful group of more 
than half a dozen plants in full bloom, a 
great find. Anne-Maree, not to be left out, 
found a Thelymitra media in flower, which 
Graeme and | had walked past. This was 
an interesting find for this area. Graeme 
had mentioned a couple of times that 
this would be great habitat for Diplodium 
decurvum, (Pterostylis decurva) and we 
soon found several in bud. It wasn’t till our 
return trip on the other side of the creek 
that we found them in flower. Passing 
through the granite boulders we also found 
colonies of Simpliglottis leaves with the 
occasional seedpod which had grown to 
over 15 cm tall. Seemed funny, because 
when in flower the stem is only a couple 
of centimetres tall. Also the fact that up at 
a higher altitude, at the lodge they were 
just in flower, yet 500 m lower they were 
in seed. 


Back at the picnic ground we said our 
farewells; | thanked them for the invitation 
to join them for a few days and headed 
off for Yass. They went back to the lodge 
for lunch before heading home. The heat 
on this walk was such that my first stop 
in Jindabyne was to purchase some cold 
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drinks and the lack of air-conditioning in 
the van made it quite hot. On top of the two 
previous hot days | barely made it to Yass 
due to heat exhaustion. 


| arrived mid afternoon to find Nita feeding 
the animals on her property, she took one 
look at me and said “you don’t look so well’. 
It was inside into the air-conditioning and 
some cool drinks to recover. By morning 
| was somewhat better but still weak. We 
drove out to Bookham for a quick look 
at one of Nita’s favourite sites and then 
on to Burrinjuck Dam, where | wanted to 
photograph Dipodium roseum, which we 
found a year or two earlier. The afternoon 
was spent on the front porch drinking beer 
and wine (yes, I’m feeling much better now 
thanks). The quiet of the country was only 
disturbed by the occasional car driving past 
in the distance and their yappy toy poodle 
wanting to play fetch. At one stage two 
large Wedge-tailed Eagles soared over 
head in a circular pattern, forcing me to get 
out of my chair to watch them eventually 
disappear over the hills. They were flying 
quite low, their markings quite visible and 
detailed. | never thought to get the camera 
and take a photo; well | guess they were 
not orchids. 


Well its now Monday morning, New Years 
Eve, and as | head back to Sydney on the 
three and a half hour drive home | decided 
that that was the best week. | was with 
the best of friends, done nearly 30 km of 
hiking through landscapes | do not usually 
walk through, saw around a dozen orchids 
| had not seen before, was drinking water 
from a creek, would not do that in Sydney, 
more pain than | have experienced in 
years, satisfaction of having completed 
something | decided to do. | won't be 
waiting for an invitation next year | will be 
going one way or another and | have my 
heart set on doing the Main Range Walk, 
amongst others.

When Brian Abbott asked me to show him where | had seen a large patch of Caleana major 
(Flying Duck Orchid) in the Tomaree National Park the previous year | was happy to comply. 
That excursion, in July, was to be the first of many undertaken in the months to follow before 
we were to see the Caleana major in flower in September. In the mean time there were many 


other terrestrial orchid species to explore. 


The Tomaree National Park is situated 50 
km north of Newcastle, New South Wales 
and extends 20 km along the coast from 
Anna Bay north to Tomaree Head just east 
of Nelson Bay. The vegetation is a mosaic of 
eucalypt forest, heathland and swamps on 
old sand dunes criss-crossed with a variety 
of access roads and tracks both official 
and un-official. To the south, following the 
Stockton Bight, is the Worimi National Park 
which is managed jointly with the Worimi 
Aboriginal people. Four-wheel drive access 
has been restricted in some area but motor 
bikes can still get around. It is sad to see 
the ever-widening tracks in these areas 
encroaching on orchid habitat. The large 
patch of Caleana major we originally went 
to see had been reduced to only a half a 
dozen plants in twelve months. 


In various parts of the Tomaree Peninsular 
we came across the following orchids - 
Acianthus caudatus (Mayfly Orchid) (syn. 
Nemacianthus caudatus) — small colonies 
occasionally associated with Acianthus 
fornicatus. Hard to tell apart unless the 
flowers are present. 

Acianthus fornicatus (Pixie Caps or Large 
Mosquito Orchid) - the most common 
orchid we found in large colonies flowering 
in July and later the leaves persisting. The 
translucent pale green flowers have either a 
green or dark red labellum. 

Caladenia carnea_ (syn.  Petalochilus 
carneus) (Pink Fingers) — common in all 
areas 

Caladenia catenata (syn. Petalochilus 
catenatus) (White Fingers) — only one or 
two seen in a few places in the eucalypt 
forest. 
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Caladenia sp. — there were at least three 
or four other species of Caladenia which 
will require closer inspection next spring to 
determine which ones they are. Even that 
will be difficult as there are varying opinions 
as to how they are to be distinguished. 
Caleana major (Large Duck Orchid) — 
common on the edge of the tracks through 
the heath in September. Colour variation 
with the sepals red or green. 

Calochilus campestris (Copper Beard 
Orchid) — not common, found at the edge of 
a large puddle on the track. 

Calochilus paludosus (Red Beard Orchid) 
—acommon sight along the edge of tracks 
in September. 

Calochilus robertsonii (Purple Beard Orchid) 
— not common, found in the shade at the 
edge of heath. 

Corybas unguiculatus (Pelicans, Small 
Helmet Orchid) — a small colony at the top 
of an old sand-dune but nestled under the 
trunk of a reclining Banksia tree. 

Cyrtostylis reniformis (Common Gnat 
Orchid) — a small colony at the top of an old 
sand-dune in the open. 

Diuris arenaria (Tomaree Donkey Orchid) 
— flowering in late August in the open 
areas under power-lines or on the edge of 
tracks. This is considered endangered and 
slashing under the power-lines is timed to 
allow flowers to mature. 

Diuris praecox (Early Doubletail) — flowering 
in early August in the open areas under 
power-lines. This can be locally common 
but is considered endangered and slashing 
under the power-lines is timed to allow 
flowers to mature. 

Gastrodia sesamoides (Cinnamon Bells, 
Common Potato Orchid) — only one 
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Pterostylis acuminata. Diuris arenaria.

Glossodia major (Wax Lip Orchid) — isolated 
occurrences. 

Glossodia minor (Small Wax Lip Orchid) 
— isolated occurrences. 

Lyperanthus nigricans (syn.  Pyrorchis 
nigricans) (Red Fire Orchids, Red Beaks, 
Undertaker Orchid) — many colonies, 
usually in the shade of a Banksia tree, but 
leaves only, with an occasional bud. We 
never actually saw the flowers this year. 
Lyperanthus suaveolens (Brown Beaks) 
— the flower stem will grow to 6 cm in the 
open but 60 cm among the long grass and 
Lomandra. The petal colour can vary from 
all dark brown, to grading from yellow in the 
center to brown on the tips, to all yellow. 
Microtis parviflora (Slender Onion Orchid) 
— common in patches in open grassy areas. 
Pterostylis acuminata (Pointed Greenhood) 
— isolated group on the edge of the heath. 
Pterostylis concinna’ (syn.  Taurantha 
concinna) (Trim Greenhood) — isolated 
occurances in the eucalypt forest. 


Pterostylis grandiflora (syn. Diplodium 
grandiflorum) (Cobra Greenhood, Superb 
Greenhood) — found in patches of 3 or 
4 plants on the low damp areas of the 
eucalypt and Melaleuca forest. 

Pterostylis longifolia (syn. Bunochilus 
longifolius )(Common Leafy Greenhood) 
— patches of 4 or 5 plants in the heath and 
eucalypt forests. 

Pterostylis nutans (Nodding Greenhood) 
— small colonies in the eucalypt forest. 
Thelymitra_ ixioides (Dotted Sun Orchid) 
— unspotted - low numbers on the edge of 
the track in the eucalypt forest. 

Thelymitra sp. of the T. pauciflora complex 
— exact species not yet determined. 


There is a poster of Orchids of Tomaree 
Peninsular put together with the help of 
George Hillman which states there are 75 
terrestrial orchids in the area - so far we 
have seen about a third of those so there 
are many more yet to locate. 
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New taxa of Dendrobium Swartz section Biloba J.J. Smith from New 
Guinea 2.

ABSTRACT. Four new species of Dendrobium section Biloba are named, described and 
illustrated, namely D. bicristatum, D. efogiense, D. kotanicanum and D. widjajanum. 


The present paper continues the description of new taxa of section Biloba, a group currently 
with 34 species (new taxa included). Previously (Ormerod 2007) | described another four 
new species, raising the number of known species in the section from 26 to 30. The section 
is characterized by having slender leafy stems, one-flowered inflorescences and flowers 
lasting one to several days with free lateral sepals forming a subglobose to conical mentum. 
Two of the new entities described below have labellar characters previously not recorded 
in section Biloba. Dendrobium bicristatum and D. efogiense have three widely separated 
keels on the lip and D. bicristatum also has two rows of fleshy teeth on the hypochile of 
the lip. Also of interest is that D. bicristatum has the longest leaves (to 17.3 cm long) in the 


section and D. widjajanum has the largest flowers (sepals 15-17 mm long). 


Dendrobium bicristatum Ormerod, sp. 
nov. 

Type: Indonesia — Papua Prov., 6 km 
SW of Bernhard Camp, Idenburg River, 
1200 m, February 1939, L.J. Brass 12779 
(holotype: AMES!) 

Species nova in sectio Bilobae J.J.Sm. 
singularis, foliis longioribus (ad 17.3 cm 
longis) et hypochilo labello bicristatis 
circumscripsi. 

Epiphytic herb. Rhizome terete, strongly 
sclerified, ca. 0.25 cm_ thick. Roots 
semiterete, fleshy, 0.15-0.20 cm_ thick. 
Stems spaced ca. 1.5 cm apart on 
rhizome, slightly compressed, oval in 
cross-section, ligneous, upper half laxly 
leafy, 68.5-82.5 cm long, 0.15-0.30 cm 
thick; internodes 2-3 cm long, covered 
by truncate to obliquely truncate sheaths 
which are smooth, very finely striate and 
yellow-brown. Leaves _linear-lanceolate, 
apex obliquely and strongly inequally 
acutely bilobed, 10.8-17.3 cm long, 0.53- 
0.55 cm wide. Inflorescence emerging 
through leaf sheaths; peduncle very short. 
Pedicellate ovary terete-obconical, 4 mm 
long. Flowers yellow-green, lip purple-red 
tipped with yellow. Dorsal sepal ovate, 
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subacute, 7-veined, 6-6.5 mm long, 3.2 
mm wide. Lateral sepals obliquely ovate- 
deltate, subacute, 7-veined, ca. 7.5 
mm long, 6 mm wide, forming with the 
columnfoot a mentum 5 mm long. Petals 
oblong, subacute, 3-veined, 5.8 mm long, 
1.8 mm wide. Labellum trilobed, 6-7 mm 
long, 4 mm wide; hypochile inside with a 
row of fleshy teeth each side in the lower 
two-thirds, upper third with scattered teeth 
and verrucae, sidelobes obliquely ovate 
from a ligulate base, truncate, 5.4-5.5 
mm long, 4 mm wide; epichile late ovate- 
trapeziform, subacute, front margins raised 
and thickened, subcarunculate, above 
with three keels, the outer two laminate, 
short and irregular, the median keel broad, 
subcarunculate and fused into the apex of 
the thick margin, 1.2-1.3 mm long, ca. 1.9 
mm wide; callus linear-ligulate, smooth, 
starting above lip base, terminating, 
narrowing and becoming the midkeel of the 
epichile. Column subconical, ca. 2.5 mm 
long; columnfoot 5 mm long. 


Distribution: Indonesia (Papua). 


Habitat: Epiphyte on tall tree in lower 
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montane rainforest, 1200 m. 


Etymology: The specific epithet is derived 
from the Latin prefix bi meaning two and 
crista meaning crest or rooster’s comb, in 
reference to the two rows of fleshy teeth on 
the labellum. 


Notes: This species has an_ easily 
recognized suite of characters in section 
Biloba, namely the longest leaves and 
flowers in which the lower two-thirds of 
the labellum has a row of fleshy teeth each 
side. 


Dendrobium efogiense Ormerod, sp. nov. 
Type: Papua New Guinea — Central Prov., 
Port Moresby Subdistrict, Efogi, river above 
village, 1095 m, 5 September 1970, PF. 
Stevens LAE 50419 (holotype: A!; isotypes 
BRI!; CANB, K, L, LAE [n.v.]). 

Affinis D. piestocaulon Schltr. sed epichilo 
labello tricarinatis (non ecarinatis) differt. 
Epiphyticherb. Rhizomecreeping, sclerified, 
terete, 0.15 cm thick. Roots terete, fleshy, 
0.15-0.20 cm thick. Stems crowded, leafy, 
30 cm long, 0.1-0.2 cm wide; internodes 
1.9-3.0 cm long, covered with smooth, 
finely striate sheaths. Leaves linear, apex 
inequally obtusely to subacutely bilobed, 
dark to midgreen above, 4.3-8.0 cm long, 
0.25-0.45 cm wide. Inflorescence emerging 
through leaf sheaths opposite base of leaf 
blade; peduncle very short. Pedicellate 
ovary subcylindric-clavate, 4 mm_ long. 
Flowers purple-red, pollinia yellow. Dorsal 
sepal ovate-elliptic, subacute, 7-veined, 6 
mm long, 3.3-3.4 mm wide. Lateral sepals 
obliquely late ovate, obtuse, 7-veined, 7.5- 
8 mm long, 5 mm wide, forming with the 
columnfoot a mentum 5.5 mm long. Petals 
obliquely oblong, subacute, 3-veined, 
5.9-6.0 mm long, 2.2 mm wide. Labellum 
trilobed, 5-veined, 6 mm long, 3.5 mm 
wide; hypochile cuneate, each side with 
narrow, subtruncate-obtuse ‘sidelobes, 4 
mm long, 3.5 mm wide; epichile elliptic, 
obtuse, margin thickened, irregular in basal 
third, above with three separate, low, fleshy 
keels, 2 mm long and wide; callus apparent 
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at base of lip only, oblongoid. Column 
obliquely conical, 1.5-1.6 mm long; anther 
cap 0.4-0.5 mm long; columnfoot 5 mm 
long. Capsule green. 


Distribution: Papua New Guinea. 


Habitat: On rotting log near river, lower 
montane forest, 1095 m. 


Etymology: The specific epithet refers to 
the village of Efogi, which is near the type 
locality of this species. 


Notes: This species is somewhat similar to 
D. piestocaulon Schltr. but it has narrower 
(2.5-4.5 vs. 6-8 mm) leaves, flowers of 
a similar size (sepals 6 mm long) with 
a tricarinate (not ecarinate) epichile. 
Dendrobium efogiense and D. bicristatum 
are the only species in section Biloba with 
keels on the epichile, both taxa do not 
appear to have any close relatives. 


Dendrobium kotanicanum Ormerod, sp. 
nov. 

Type: Indonesia — Papua Prov., Cycloop 
Mts., S slope of Makanoi Range, N of 
Kotanica, 600 m, 19 July 1961, P. van 
Royen & H. Sleumer 6226 (holotype: A!). 
Epiphytic herb. Rhizome creeping, 
sclerified, 0.15-0.20 cm _ thick. Roots 
fleshy, terete, 0.08-0.20 cm thick. Stems 
1.0-1.2 cm apart, terete basally, becoming 
complanate above, leafy, 33 cm long, 0.10- 
0.35 cm wide; internodes 1.7-3.7 cm long, 
covered with obliquely truncate, smoothly 
striate to finely verruculate sheaths 1.2- 
3.6 cm long. Leaves linear-ligulate, apex 
inequally obtusely bilobed, coriaceous, 
olive-green above, yellowish below, 3.7-9.4 
cm long, 0.53-0.72 cm wide. Inflorescence 
emerging through leaf sheaths opposite 
base of leaf blade; peduncle terete, 3- 
noded, 3 mm long; floral bract very broadly 
deltate, ca. 1 mm long. Flowers light green, 
lip dark purple at base, yellow at tip. Dorsal 
sepal ovate-elliptic, acute, 7-veined, 7 mm 
long, 3.8 mm wide. Lateral sepals obliquely 
ovate-elliptic, acute, 7-veined, 8 mm long, 
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7 mm wide, forming with the columnfoot a 
mentum 5.8-6.0 mm long. Petals oblong, 
obtuse, 3-veined, 6.5 mm long, 2 mm wide. 
Labellum trilobed, ca. 6.5 mm long, 4.2 
mm wide; hypochile with narrow, slightly 
medially ampliate, truncate sidelobes, 
ca. 4.5 mm long, 4.2 mm wide; epichile 
transversely elliptic-rhombic, fleshy, 
margins much thickened and fused into 
a short median keel, 2 mm long, 2.5 mm 
wide; callus apparent at base of lip only, 
oblongoid. Column obliquely conical, ca. 
1.5 mm long; anther cap ca. 0.5 mm long; 
columnfoot 5.5 mm long. 


Distribution: Indonesia (Papua). 


Habitat: Epiphyte on Gironniera in lower 
montane forest, 600 m. 


Etymology: The specific epithet refers to 
the village of Kotanica, which is near the 
type locality of this species.

Notes: This species is related to the true D. 
poneroides Schltr. (based on D. isochiloides 
Krzl. var. pumilum J.J.Sm.) but it differs in 
having longer leaves (3.7-9.4 vs. 1.5-2.5 
cm), larger flowers (sepals 7-8 vs. 4.6-5.0 
mm), 7-veined (not 3-veined) sepals and 
3-veined, oblong (not 1-veined, ligulate) 
petals. Plants referred to D. poneroides 
from Papua New Guinea by Schlechter 
(1912) represent an undescribed taxon 
that will be described shortly. 

Another similar species is D. erectifolium 
J.J.Sm. which has 6-10 cm long leaves, 
red-brown flowers, 8-9 mm long, 7-veined 
sepals and 3-veined petals. However D. 
kotanicanum differs from the latter in having 
light green flowers with a dark purple and 
yellow lip, an acute (not obtuse), slightly 
narrower (3.8 vs. 4.6 mm) dorsal sepal, 
oblong (not subrhombic), 2 mm (vs. 3.3 
mm) wide petals and a smaller (6.5 x 4.2 
vs. 9 xX 7 mm) labellum. 
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Dendrobium widjajanum Ormerod, sp. 
nov. 

Type: Indonesia — Papua Prov., Manokwari 
District, Anggi Subdistrict, Iraiweri Village, 
lIrai 1 Hamlet, on top of Gunung Kobrei, 
2100 m, 8 June 1991, E.A. Widjaja EAW 
4262 (holotype: A!). 

Affinis D. crenatilabre J.J.Sm. sed floribus 
duplo grandioribus (sepalis 15-17 vs. 8.3 
mm) differt. 

Rhizome and roots not seen. Stem terete 
basally, becoming complanate above, 
upper half laxly leafy, 56.0-76.2 cm long, 
0.25-0.65 cm thick; internodes 2.9-5.0 cm 
long, covered by smooth, striate sheaths 
which are minutely transversely rugose 
near the apex, lobule or apex of sheath 
broadly triangular and 0.2-0.4 cm long. 
Leaves linear-ligulate, apex obliquely 
obtusely bilobed, thinly coriaceous, 
7.4-11.0 cm long, 0.95-1.15 cm _ wide. 
Inflorescence emerging through leaf sheath 
in its upper third; peduncle very short; floral 
bract lanceolate, acute, erect, fleshy, 4 
mm long. Pedicellate ovary subclavate, 6 
mm long. Flower colour not known. Dorsal 
sepal ovate-oblong, subacute, 7-veined, 
15 mm long, 5.5 mm wide. Lateral sepals 
obliquely ovate-deltate, obtuse, 7-veined, 
17 mm long, 11.0-11.5 mm wide, forming 
with the columnfoot a mentum 9.5 mm 
long. Petals oblong-rhombic, subacute, 
with 3 main veins that have supplementary 
branches, 13.9 mm long, 4.5 mm wide. 
Labellum entire, rhombic, fleshy, margins 
erose-crenate except near base, smooth 
inside except for some raised, reticulate 
ornamentation near the apex, acute, 12.9 
mm long, 8.9 mm wide; callus linear- 
lanceolate, fleshy, bicarinate, raised into 
two semidiscoid thickenings at about one 
third of length, thence decurrent along 
center of labellum. Column obliquely 
conical, 3.9 mm long; columnfoot 8 mm 
long. 


Distribution: Indonesia (Papua). 


Habitat: Not known.

With funding received from the Environmental Trust, we are currently conducting the 
second stage of a research project which is designed to assess the probability of the 
presence of a cryptic threatened species, the Leafless Tongue Orchid (Cryptostylis 
hunteriana). As part of this research we are planning to collect floristic data at sites where 
the species is known to occur and at sites where it is known not to occur (‘null’ records) 
throughout a range of habitats in eastern and south-eastern Australia. 


In order to ensure that the data collected is as comprehensive and detailed as possible, 
we would greatly appreciate the assistance of ANOS members in undertaking orchid field 
surveys which coincide with the local flowering time of C. hunteriana, in recording specific 
locations (via GPS) where the species has and has not been detected. 


When collecting information, it is important that the following is adhered to: 


e the member must be comfortable with the identification of Cryptostylis hunteriana 
(ideally supported by photographic evidence); 


C. hunteriana must be flowering locally (this can be calibrated by observation of the 
nearest local population(s)); 


the sites investigated are in areas where the member has actively searched for 
Cryptostylis hunteriana (e.g. while doing other field work) over an area of 20x20m 
or greater; 


ideally, null records would be greater than 250m apart; 


an accurate location of all sites investigated must be recorded via GPS, noting the 
projection used, preferably the Australian Geodetic Datum Australian Map Grid 
1966 (AMG66) and one or more good-quality photographs of the vegetation type(s) 
in which the species occurs/survey plot; 


e all information can then be emailed or posted to the researchers. 


We would greatly appreciate the assistance of ANOS branches and members in this 
project. Full acknowledgement will be included for all members assisting in the project.

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Thelychiton finniganensis 
(Dendrobium finniganense) 
Mt. Finnigan Cane Orchid 


Originally described as Dendrobium 
finniganense in 1992 by D.L. Jones, 
(Phytologia 73(1): 3-6, f.1) and renamed 
in 2002 as _ Thelychiton  finniganensis, 
(D.L.Jones) M.A.Clem. et D.L.Jones, The 
Orchadian 13(11): 491 (2002). 


This orchid flowers over summer and is 
currently known to be restricted to the 
summits of Mt. Finnigan, Mt. Pieter Botte 
and Thornton Peak, in far north Queensland. 
It grows in fairly exposed areas and has the 
unusual habit of producing many aerial 
growths 


The flowers have a sweet fragrance and 
are pale in colour with the labellum having 
reddish markings and short whitish hairs. 
Often producing two flowers at a time but 
occasionally more. 
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This orchid grows easily without heat in 
Sydney and in conditions similar to the 
‘speciosum’ complex. Probably not an easy 
orchid to come by but if the opportunity 
arises well worth the effort to get a piece 
of. 


It has a habit of producing aerial growths 
quickly making the plant look untidy, so it 
may be an advantage to repot the aerials to 
keep the orchid looking its best.
